The Maw York ICvvak-y h>*. lo an 
art tele oo the Morris Canal and Its 
proposed abandonment as a waterway, 
saya: 

- Probably the moat Important matter 
which will ooua before tha Mew Jersey 
Leglalatura this winter, and one which 
bids fair lo be made a party Issue, la 
ths question of tbs sbaodoouisut of lbs 
Morris Oeosl. Several bills have been 
Introduced during the past seven or 
eight years authorising abandonment. 
At first, tha only loflueooa behind these 
bills was tae leasee of ths oansl, 4. *., 
tbs Lehigh Valley Bsllrosd Company. 
All of tbeae bills wars defeated, and the 
agitation last winter resulted In the 
appointment by the Governor of a com¬ 
mission, consisting of former Governors 
Griggs, Voorhees, and Warts, to In¬ 
quire Into the nature of the property 
and franoblee* held by the canal com¬ 
pany, and lo report to the Legislature 
concerning the same with recommen¬ 
dations. 

*■ Tbs orlgtoal charter was granted to 
the Morris Canal and Banking Company 
In 1823, sod through this grant, strength¬ 
ened by preecrlptlon sod 'otherwise, the 
Morris Caoal Company now find* Itself 
In possession of a canal which cannot 
be profitably operated, but whleh hold* 
much valuable property. The right of 
way of the canal extend* from the 
Hudson Blver through Jersey City, 
Newark, Patetsoo, Dover, Hacke|ts 
town, aod Washington, to Phltllpsburg 
on the Delaware. It I* generally about 
one chain, or a!xty-*lx feet In width, 
varying somewhat from this at certain 
point*. 

“ As now held, these water rights are 
not subject to the right of eminent 
domslo, and oan only be acquired 
through private settlement with the 
company. They oonslst of the control 
of the entire flow of the Bamape, Wana- 
que, aod Pequaonock Rivers, of the 
Bockswsy Blver above Boontoo, of tbe 
Muscooetopog Blver shove Saxton Falls, 
sod of some miner stream*, together 
with tbe right to use for storage pur- 
poses Greenwood Lake, Lake Hopat- 
ooop, Stanhope Reservoir, Green Pond 
aod other smaller lakes aod pond*. In 
short, tbe company controls absolutely 
three-fourth* of tbe available water 
supply of tbe northern portion of tbe 
State, sod lo ell, streams sod lakes 
having a capacity to furnish 400,000,000 
gallons each twenty four hours. 

*• Aside tram ths task that tha lessee* 
are unwilling to abandon tbe canal 
unlese they oan retain some of tbs 
valuable rights sod property which 
they bold. It Is also true that tha canal 
company can Dot legally abandon tbe 
oaoel without legislative authority. 
Coder ths terms of tbs charter, the 
State had a right to acquire the canal 
at a price In 1873, but did not exercise 
that right, and It has now been extend¬ 
ed lo 1923. If ths State st that time 
does not Uks tbe oansl st s price, then 
lo 19 T 3 the canal becomes tbe property 
of tbn State by reversion.

tbe Stale, tbe canal company bolds a 
large part of its property sutject to 
reversion to the heirs of tbe ortglual 
private owners whenever the property 
sbmll do longer be used for csdsI pur¬ 
pose*. Unless tbe powers of tn* 
company are extended by an act of 
tbe Legislature, ail of tbe water rights 
would revert lu tb!s way upon their 
cessing to operate the canal. 

Of the right of way tbe company 
bolds a portion In fee, while anotb-r 
portion Is held under deeds which 
stipulate that It shall be used only for 
oanal purposes, aod tha remainder waa 
acquired under right of eminent domain 
for eeoal purpose*. All of thl*, except¬ 
ing the portion held In fee by the 
company would also revert It tbe caoal 
should be no longer used as aueb- 

•• Many who are not familiar with the 
exact atatua of tbe property believe that 
the Bute baa a very valuable right 
which It will surrender lo oate It author¬ 
ise* abandonment. Tbe Interest of tbe 
Bute, aa a Bute, 1* remote aod of 
doubtful value. The only wey It can 
enter upon possession of the caoal 
except by purchase. Is by compelling 
tbe company to carry the burden until 
1973 If It doe* this H can only eon- 
tlnue to hold the property afUr that 
date by aucceedlog to the troubles of 
tbe oanal company aod continuing to 
operate the canal at a lose; otherwise 
the property will at onoe revert lo 
private ownership, and If the Stele 
should attempt to use It for any other 
purposes than canal purposes It would 
be tbe victim of unending litigation, 
aod would b* continually mulcted In 
damages by tha holders of tha rever¬ 
sionary right* 

Precisely tha same difficulty arise* 
as to tbe proposition which baa been 
seriously mads tor tha 8UU to purchase 
tbe canal and hoMJt for tfig people of 
the Bute. The reversionary rtghU, be¬ 
ing public property, cannot be taken 
for public use without eompwoaatloa 
If tbe hUU should purchase ths caoal 
It would ba compelled to continue the 
operation at a heavy loss. 

' If tha SUU should attempt to all 
the canal, aod. aa has; been proposed, 
build upon IU right of way a 
railroad, U would, af course, lo 
■a way ba subject continual aulU 
at law, and would ba mulcted to heavy 
damages by the owners of tha r* 
Bioaery rights. It la dt(Boalt to 
haw Say purchase of the canal by 
huu could baaadt any ooa but 
a anal company."
